The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With regards 
to claims 1, 3-9, 12, 14-18, 20 and 21 , the prior art of record does not disclose or fairly 
teach a maximum value of a change component in the effective reactance per unit 
length that changes depending on at least one of the signal voltage and the signal 
current in said transmission line is not smaller than a value of a fixed component 
independent of the signal voltage and the signal current.
